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Decline and Rise 
Of an Empire

In these tumultuous latter days 
change sweeps in almost melodra- 
matic pageantry over that world- 
straddling institution which Win- 
ston Churchill refuses to call by 
any other name than the British 
Empire. A great-grandson of Queen 
and Empress Victoria is named to 
be the last Viceroy before Britain 
relinquishes domination over In- 
dia. King George VI, in Cape- 
town, 6,000 miles from Bucking- 
ham Palace, creates a precedent 
by opening the Parliament of the 
Union of South Africa in person. 
He addresses the inhabitants of 
South Africa as “my people” and 
speaks of its Government as “my 
Government.” No one is under 
illusions, As King of the Union 
of South Africa, George VI can- 
not act, or even speak, except on 


the advice of the Union's Minis- 
ters. 

It is oppressively lot in South 
Africa, In Britain, still rationed, 


short of coal, short of labor, in the 
midst of the most. cruclly cold 
weather in modern history, the 
Labor government issues “A Work- 
ing Pattern for the Nation.” It 
offers no hope that rationing can 
be ended, that working hours can 
be redueed, or that industry 
ean be relieved of priorities of 
manpower and supplies. Five hun- 
dred thousand men are to be 
called out of military service, in 
what would have been called in 
{fiphng'’s day the outposts of 
empire, to do productive work in 
Britain, One may think grimly of 
the days Kipling himself fanci- 
fully described in Puck of Pook’s 
Hill, when the weakened Roman 
legions could no longer hold “The 
Wall” that had kept out the Picts.

As a power, exercising dominion 
by force of arms, Britain has in- 
deed grown weaker. She cannot 
now impose her wishes upon un- 
willing peoples. But this is not the 
whole picture—she no longer wish-

of the Nineteenth Century, in equal 
suffrage, in social security legisla- 
tion, resisting the tempests of two 
world wars, has not ceased to grow. 
We may quarrel with the econom- 
ic theories of the Labor govern- 
ment. We cannot dispute that it is 
frovernment of, by and for the 
people, and that it stands for a 
national conscience. / 

It is conscience, too, that is 
changing the Empire — indeed, 
abolishing it. Lord Inverchapel, 
British ambassador to the United 
States, threw into his speech at 
Baltimore an outline of the British 
world system as it now stands

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We are witnessing an evolution 
that is really a peaceful revolution, 
one that neither William Pitt nor 
Lord North, nor Disraeli, nor Kip- 
ling, nor the youthful Churchill 
could have foreseen. We are see- 
ing the broadening down of free- 
dom, a growing sense that the Bil! 
ot Rights is not limited by race, 
color or culture. The lesser breeds 
without the law are coming into a 
law of their own making, And this 
is taking place in a world in which 
the freedom of small nations, of 
unarmed nations and of peoples 
not numerous depends on union 
among all nations and the growth 
of a universal law. It is taking 
place in a world in whieh the 
freedoms of many millions have 
been severely limited by arbitrary 
power 

Lord Inverchapei came to this 
point in his address: “If we failed 
this time,” he said, “it might well 
be that our generation would wit- 
ness the decline and fall, not only 
of the British Empire, but of all 
that the term Western civilization 
implies." But he added, “we shall 
not fail, for we have found our 
souls. There is a new spirit abroad 
which will sustain us and uphold 
us on our steadfast journey to our 
goal,” 

An old empire, in its imperial 
phase, is at its twilight. But the 
brave spirit which created it need 
not die, however the needs of the 
moment and the demoerftic ideal 
may transform it, The new Britain 


is more appealing to the American 
mind than the old

TOKYO, March 25 AP) The 


terror-ridden flight of a flying for- 
tress lashed by lightning that rid- 
dled it with holes and rocked it with 
explosions but failed to knock it 
down was described today. 

The fortress, en route to Okinawa 
from Japan, ran into sleet, snow, 
rain and Hehtnine.. while flying at 
8,000 feet, Feb. 26, an official an- 
nouncement said. 

The plane landed at Okinawa after 
three hours of flying by dead reckon- 
ing and the shaken six-man crew 
found these damages: 

Seventeen holes through the right 
wing and aileron; numerous holes 
from nose to tail with assorted wrin- 
kles, melted wiring and _ other 
“bruises”; camera doors blown open;

EDMONTON, March 25 (CP). — 


First major step in an attempt to 
recure a Trans-Canada highway 
system through Saskatoon, Edmon- 
ton and the Yellowhead Pass to 
Prince Rupert and Vancouver was 
taken by city council Monday night. 

A brief, prepared by leading Ed- 
monton citizens, will be sent to 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
members of the senate and the 
House of Commons, officials of the 
four western provinces, mayors of 
the various cities involved and offi- 
cials of boards of trade and cham- 
bers of commerce. 

Tt was suggested in the brief that 
the Saskatoon-Yellowhead — route 
would make three more Great Na- 
tional Parks and three provincial 
parks more accessible. The parks 
are Prince Albert, Elk Island and 
Jasper National Parks, and Robson.

Carbon Alberta 


Consumer Credit | 
Control Urged 


EDMONTON, March 25 — A res- 
olution expressing regret that the 
current session of the Alberta Leg- 
islature plans no consideration ot 
consumer credit control legislation 
was passed today at the annual 
meeting of the Alberta provincial 
board of the Retail Merchants As- 
seciation of Canada, 

Members went on record as fa- 
voring some “reasonable contro! 
of credit” in the interests of both 
consumer and merchant. Such con- 
trol was termed desirable as a 
sateguard against enhanced prices. 
It was explained bills on this ques- 
tion are before legislatures of Brit- 
ish Columbia and Saskatchewan, 
following representations made by 
retail merchant organizations when 
federal wartime control orders 
were revoked. 

Another resolution passed urged 
closer co-operation between retail- 
ers and wholesale suppliers “in 
order to give more efficient serv- 
ice to the consumer.” 

Move to revive the provincial 
advisory committee, named under 
the Trade and Industry Act of Al- 
berta, will be made by the associa- 
tion. This committee, which was 
established to meet at the call of 
Trade Minister Gerhart, became 
inoperative during wartime control 
of industry by Ottawa. It was sug- 
gested that it be revived and the 
provincial board of the R.M.A. was 
instructed to submit names to the 
Minister in order to rebuild the 
committee’s personnel. 

New directors were elected at the 
meeting and the board will elect 
officers for 1947 at a later meet- 
ing. Named to the board were: W 
D. Craig, Olds, who will continue 
as president until officers are elect- 
ed; Jack Jewell, G. W. Hazlett, R. 
MacKillop, all of Edmonton; S. A. 
Lindahl, Westlock; A. P. Cassidy 
Wetaskiwin; Leslie Hill, Calgary; 
F. Hoefer, Lethbridge; A. T. Bros- 
seau, St. Paul; W. A. Hemstock, 
Fairview; A. Scotland, Erskine; S. 
Taylor, Jr., Medicine Hat; F. E. 
Algar, Edmonton; W. P. Clayton, 
Calgary; H. W. K. Hilliker, Viking:

Feed Subsidies 
Said Drawback 


EDMONTON, March 25, (CP)— 
R. J. Boutillier, secretary of the 
Alberta Farmers’ Union, said a pro- 
test to the Federal government over 
the system of feed subsidies or 
“drawbacks” is being drafted and 
it is proposed to send the protest 
ot Agriculture Minister Gardiner. 

Mr. Boutillier said the protest 
will charge “discrimination” 
against the western hog producer 
on the grounds that the plan will 
give the eastern hog feeder an un- 
due advantage. 

It was apparent, he continued, 
that eastern feeders would bene- 
fit more from subsidy payments 
than Alberta producers. The east- 
erner also had the advantage of 
a shorter railway haul. It was 
feared the results would cause 
many producers to go out of hog 
raising. 

Efforts are being made to ar- 
range an appointment in Ottawa 
April 15 with J. Gordon Taggart, 
chairman of the Agricultural Prices 
Support Board, when the situation 
would be presented by Cc. J. 
Stimplfe A.F.U. president, and 
George Wright, president of the 
Saskatchewan section, United 
Farmers of Canada.
